lecture was to call to the notice, of 
bis hearers 
all the wonderful in- 


ventions and new methods of living 
of the last seventy-five or one hun- 
dred years ano* then to show 
how- 


each one of 
these inventions and 


new methods has brought about its 
corresponding 
problems and a re- 


jdJHstment of life to meet that pro- 
)lem. 
He discussed 
the telegraph, 


the cable, the railroad, the printing 
machine, 
typewriter, 
automobile 


airplane, rural delivery and all the 
various 
forms 
of machinery used 


on the farm, showing how they .have 
changed.,our manner 
of .living, onr 


contact with our neighbors and the 
world and how they have brought 
great fortunes 
to some men. for- 


tunes which we should not he en- 
vious of because they have bro'ught 
the comforts and many of the lux- 
uries to all American citizens. 


•'It took 6,000 
years to find out

needle, and by the time they found

sewing machine." continued (he or- 
ator, and "Today you wouldn't waul 
to go back those many years, and 
be without a modern sewing df.vice 
Every invention, if you would stop

POINTS 
KNOWING ABOUT 
AUTOMOBHETIRES 


(By A. L. Murray, president of Th» 


Double Fabric Tire Company.) 


: The modern pneumatic automobile 
lire ought to be called "The Sth Won- 
der of the World," Jbr, as one man 
expressed it, the real wonder is, not 
that they give out onc« in a while, bat 
rather that anything imade of cotton 
fabric and rubber can 'staad the work' 
an automobile tire is put to. 


Tires carry about M much "press- 


ure" (60 to 90 Ibs.) aSijcommonly used 
In a steam bolter—yet;'the boiler has 
only to "stand still" while tie tire has 
to whiz over all kinds of roads, over 
rocks, bumps and railaoad tracks at 
26 to 40 miles an ho*r—sometimes 
properly inflated and sometimes stick- 
Ing out OB both sides like a man with 
loubie mumps. 


Despite this hard service and the 


thousands of road accidents to which. 
l tire IB subject, it is surprising howi 
rery few strictly high quality tires fail! 
lo make good big mileage. 


The owner's part in the obtaining 


Df large mileage resolves itself into 
Brst buying1 of the best possible tire 
and then in giving it reasonable care 
In the important matters of keeping 
tp pressure — a v o i d i n . g excessive 
blows, stones, etc., as much as prac- 
tical and prompt repair or reinforce- 
ment of numerous damages. 


ln-the selecting of "what tire to buy" 


It is first necessary to remember that 
tires like shoes, hats or clothes are 
made in the three grades of "cheap," 
"medium" and "extra fine" and that 
'best service" and in the long run 
^lowest cost" always follows "best 
iuality." 


The purpose of this article then, is 


to provide the owner with more "defi- 
aite" information about tires than 
manufacturers usually gire in the be- 
lief that this will not only be appre- 
jiated but that it will also actually 
help the owner more than any other 
Ine thing. 


What "Quality" Means. 


"Quality" is a word so often mis- 


tpplied to even the cheapest tires, that 
It recalls the Aesop fable of the boy 
rho hollered "Wolf! 
Wolf!" when 


jhere wasn't any wolf—with the result 
that when a real live one came down 
Ihe pike nobody heard him and the 
rolf ate the boy all up. 


"Quality" in tires, however, consists 


K certain absolutely definite things 
Ibout which (as owners become better 
fosted) they will probably demand 
nore definite statem ;nts. 


Two'"kinds" of Fabric Used. 


The strength of a tire—which means 


Its ability to resist damage for the 
longest possible time—depends pri- 
marily on the strenBth of the fabric or 
?ord of which it is made—and of the 
luantity used. 


There are two principal grades of 


!al-ric, which are commonly used in 
Ihe production of probably 95% of all 
liKomoblle tires. 


The best and strongest of these is 


irhat is known as Egyptian Fabric— 
jeing fabric woven (in this country) 
!rom Imported long fiber cotton grown 
llocg the Nile Rive"-—the rich over- 
low soil of which produces a cotton 
•specially adapted to give long service 
to tires—due both to its long fiber and 
ilso to the extra large number of little 
tranches or spurs which give a 
iwistfcd strand of Egyptian cotton its 
ibility to hold together exceptionally 
long, under the constant "flexing" of 
tire use. 


The other, or second grade, is what 


fe commonly known as American or 
•peeler" fabric—a m a t e r i a l which 
sosts factories 10% to 12%% less than 
Egyptian. 


The total amount of Egyptian cot- 


rton imported into this country (after 
leducting amounts known to be used 
ID other trades, such as fine hosiery, 
»tc.,) is so small as to indicate plainly 
that the great bulk of tires today nee-" 
tssarily must be using the cheaper or 
'peeler" grade. 


The important point between the 


two grades of fabric is not that a fair 
tire cannot be made of "peeler" fabric, 
jut simply that a tire NEEDS the ex- 
Ireme limit of DURABILITY—and this; 
Egyptian fabric gives. 


How Many Plies. 


A tire can "get by" with only the 


Dumber of plies of fabric used in tires 
lold at so-called standard prices which 
five you 3V4-inch sizes made only 4 ply 
thick—4-inch sizes 5 ply thick—«%- 
tnch sizes 6 ply thick and 5-inch suies 
f ply thick. 


Most tires are built to only the 


ibove number of plfes and belong to 


»irhat the trade call the regular or 


"nonextra ply" class, but gradually 
>ne tire company after another has 
been compelled by the exceptional sue-. 
jess and exceptional mileage records, 
»f the "extra ply" tires to go to a 
aigher schedule until today no tire is 
really in the extra quality, extra long 
mileage class unless it is built to the 
lew schedule of 3%-inch sizes built 6

rou something that is "18 Karat Gold"' 
rou can count on it that he will take: 
particular pains to show you the "18 
K" mark—while if its only 14 or 12 
he'll look out of the window, or show 
you the beautiful "engraving." 


The Importance of Para Rubber. 
Rubber is one of those few God 


given natural prodvcts/which like 
'untarnished" gold—like the "warmth" 
Df wool, has certain properties peculiar 
to itself not found in any other article, 
and which therefore probably never 
will be successfully imitated or sub- 
stituted. 


In rubber this peculiar natural prop- 


erty is wonderful strength, combined 
with what we term its "elasticity" (or 
the ability to stretch to a wonderful 
degree—millions of times, and yet 
come back to its original length) and 
combined with this are the equally 
wonderful properties—that it is im- 
pervious to water and practically un- 
iffected by any ordinary degrees of 
either heat or cold. 


Some idea of the strength of Pure 


Para Rubber and its wonderful elas- 
ticity and also of the utter futility of 
trying to get true rubber, merit by add- 
ing to it or substituting any other ma- 
terial, can be gathered from the fact 
that to pass Government requirements 
(which are always set high) a tube 
must stretch not less than 7% times 
its length before breaking (in other 
rords, 1 inch length must stretsh to 
Vi inches long)—while some iflea of 
hov: line rubber can be made when it 
is all pure Para and properly cured is 
gained from the fact that the U.- S. 
Bureau of Standards test on our own 
Brazil Rubber Inner Tube shows that 
it stretched a little ov\sr 10 times its 
length before breaking. 


In a "highest possible quality" tread 


stock (in which elasticity is needed to 
cushion the road shocks—combined 
•.vith great wear quality) the best 
tread is made by using the highest 
possible percentage of pure Para Rub- 
ber combined with just enough of ox- 
ide of zinc to give extreme toughness 
•igainst wear—the high Government 
requirement being that it shall stretch 
lot less than 4V<> times its length be- 
lore breaking—our tread (Bureau of 
Standard test) showing a 6% times 
•otretch before breaking. 


What "Rubber" Does In a Tire. 
The first and one of the most vitally 


important uses of rubber in a tire is 
o HOLD THE PLIES TOGETHER— 
,-ince we depend upon the 
united 


trength of all the plies to resist blow- 
juts, and if "separation" occurs be- 
.y.-een any of the plies—the life of the 
Lire will be greatly shortened. 


There are three vital things in hold- 


ing the plies together—the first being, 
Iljat the rubber must be so thoroughly 
pressed down into the fabric from 
both sides that it will meet together 
In the intercises (or little holes be- 
tween the threads) thus forming little 
-ubber rivets which join the rubber on, 
:>ne side of the fabric to the rubber 
in the other side. 


The extreme importance of, getting 


these little rivets as large or fat as 
possible and of having them of the 
i-ery toughest and strongest rubber 
r:an be understood when it is explained 
that separation between two plies of 
fabric almost invariably takes the 
form of simply pulling the rubber out 
it the fabric by the breaking of these 
iittle rubber rivets—due to their be- 
ing too small or too weak. 


To gain exceptional strength at this 


vital point we first obtain a greater 
Lhan usual toughness in the rubber it- 
self by making it all pure Para in 
place of mixing it with some softer, 
cheaper rubber, as is commonly done, 
to make the calendar work "easier." 
Starting out with the greatest possible 
strength of the rubber itself, we have 
then developed a process of, our own 
which by actual test puts 17% more 
rubber right down into the fabric— 
thus making the little rubber rivets 
both very much larger and stronger— 
with the result that separation of the 
plies in AUBURN tires is practically 
anheard of. 


The next important use of rubber 


ji a tire is to form an elastic body be- 
'.\veen the plies, which will allow the 
accessary motion between the plies as 
'.he tire constantly "flexes,"" and here 
igain the long life and durability of 
the tire and the holding of the plies 
together without separation are de- 
pendent entirely on using rubber hav- 
ing the very last notch of toughness, 
strength and durability—which again 
is obtained and can only be obtained 
by the use ot the purest possible Para. 
3ur sworn-to: Government affidavit 
made at the time of soliciting war or- 
ders, shows that this rubber in AU- 
BURN fires is 91% pure Para, which 
with the necessary sulphur to cure 
leaves practically nothing but pure

While if the tread is made to that, 


extreme toughness -which a high per-j 
:entage of Para rubber scientifically: 
cured can produce, the tread will only 
wear off about 1-32 of an inch per thou-; 
sand miles of normal use, with the re-, 
suit that tires which have gone 5.000 
to 7,000 miles, WILL OFTEN NOT 
HAVE E V E N THE

WORN SMOOTH—with the perhaps 
natural result that If something then 
lappens to the tire the owner jumps 
to the conclusion that the fabric "must 
have been rotten"—although, he would 
tiav» been fairly well satisfied If the 
tread had only been WORN OFF more. 
Admitting the difficulty-of overcoming 
ihis popular "impression," and that it 
gives an opportunity for the unscrup- 
ulous and unfair dealer or owner to 
demand unfair adjustments, we yet 
have the nerve to make our tread AS 
TOUGH AS WE KNOW HOW, be- 
:ause of the important point that one 


the big purposes o,f a tread is to 


save the carcass of the tire from road 
shocks, and this vital "protecting of 
the fabric" result is only obtained 
where the tread is so tough and wears 
30 little that H continues to keep a 
thick cushion of live rubber between 
the fabric and the road.

The Bead of a Tire. 


There is a. whole science in itself In 


the building of a tire bead, so that 
there will be no rim cuts no matter 
how long the tire is used—excepting 
that small to be expected percentage 
which is bound to occur where tires 
ire run under-inflated or accidentally 
run flat. The secrst of .proper bead 
construction lies in doing the extra 
work, or in other words, putting in 
the extra cost of molding and semi- 
:uring each bead ftrst before it is 
built in the tire, so that it is bound 
So be correctly placed and to keep its 
proper shape—most bead trouble being 
iue to hasty factory methods of laying 
the bead in its raw or crude form, and 
then trusting to luck that it will form 
'.o "about" the right shape in the mold- 
iiig of the full tire. It's a practice, 
however, that is dying out. and be- 
cause of it, rim cuts are becoming 
:omparatively rare. In our own tire, 
we have been particularly fortunate in 
•.his respect, with the reputation of 
oaving the bead right from the very 
start. 


Methods of Building Tires. 


There are two methods of building 


'.ires, which are commonly called "nla- 
:hine built" and "hand built." The 
'machine built" tire helps in the mat-' 
.er of making extreme large produc- 
tion practical—because less dependent 
»n skilled labor, and therefore some- 
thing which can be more quickly in- 
creased during the rush season and 
more readily laid off at dull times. As, 
far as the article produced is con- 
cerned both m e t h o d s can probably 
ouild a good tire, out just as a "hand 
Duilt" shoe and tailored suit of clothes 
las never YET been excelled—if in- 
leed it can be equalled by the "ma- 
:hine made" goods, so it is safe to 
;ount on the fact that a "hand built" 
are is equally "unexcelled." 


Different Methods of Curing Tires. 
Practically all tires are made either 


by the "full molded" or "wrapped 
'.read" process, there being in truth, 
10 particular choice between the two, 
since a thoroughly fine tire can be 
juilt by either process, providing, oniy, 
ihe proper care is taken throughout, 
:rom the handling of the crude rubber 
ip. Practical proof of which is found 
n the fact that among the best known 
:ires—both of extra quality and of so 
utlled standard quality, the tires which 
lave shown best results do not belong 
jither to the one class or the other— 
sut are abcut equally divided. 


The a d v a n t a g e s which we (and 


some of the highest grade manufac- 
turers in the country) believe lie in the 
lull moulded process, is that the tire 
i e i n g completely built of uncured 
itock, all parts then are naturally anV 
jerfectly united while under heavy 
pressure and softened by heat—while 
ie "double cure" process has the 
:read "semi-cured" and presents some 
>f the same difficulties to good union 
:hat you would get if you tried to join 
:wo sections of partly baked bread. 


But neither "monMed," "wrapped" or 


"double cure" process can alone give 
i tire materially more mileage. That 
(n truth lies—not in any one thing or 
feature—but rather in Making «ucb 
ind every step—liberally right.

A COAL FAMINE 


Serious Problem to Supply Indus- 


tries, Railroads and Homes with 


Sufficient Fuel. 


NO SURPLUS FROM LAST YEAR. 


Officials Predict That Industry Will 
Not Reach Anything Like Normal 


Rate Until Next Year.

(IT. F. Staff Comipondeat.) 


Berlin, (By Mail.)—German offi- 


cialdom sees ahead the specter of 
serious coal shortage. 


.lust as all Europe has 
suffered, 


and will suffer again . the 
coming 


winter, because of lowered eo:tl out- 


put, so Germany anticipates that she 
faces a serious problem in supplying: 
industries, railroads, gas works, and 
homes with-.sufficient coal. 


Recently the 
economic ministry 


and ollicials of the states luive come 
together to consider 
the 
outlook. 


And the first result of their deliber- 
ations was to let the public know 
that the situation is thoroughly ser- 
ious. 


For the first five mouths of 
the 


year the German 
coal 
production 


ran only 60 per cent as much as in 
the same period a year ago. And, in 
addition to this fact, she 
had 1(0 


surplus from the previous year, and 
during June and July had to contend 
with railroad strikes which seriously 
hampered 
coal 
deliveries. 
From 


time to time, there have been mine 
strikes, and on the whole there is a 
lowered morale and 
a decreased 


Staff in the coal industry. 


At present, the railroads anil gas 


works are living from hand to mouth 
as regards their supply of coals. In 
these circumstances, and with only 
slight prospect that coal production 
the remainder of the year can 
be 


speeded up the officials felt that the 
prospects "(or winter are, 
indeed, 


dubious. 


Moreover, the fact that the peace 


treaty calls 
for 
abandonment of 


certain coal 'territory and for cer- 
tain coal deliveries to Prance makes 
the problem, as far as Germany is 
concerned, one of 
increased 
diffi- 


culty. 


Officials predict that industry will 


not reach anything 
like a normal 


rate of production until well into 
next vear, if then, unless a far lar- 
ger coal supply can be turned out. 


While France's coal 
production 


fell off because of ruined mines and 
decreased labor power, Germany's 
production 
has 
been decreasing 


through decreased labor power and 
through lessened morale. There .has 
been much dissatisfaction among the 
miners, and their demand^ earlier in 
the year required shorter hours and 
more pay. With the coming of win- 
terj transportation naturally will be 
worse than it is now, so that Germ- 
an v's problem at present is to get 
her mines going as fully as possible 
and to repair her run down 
rolling 


stock in order to get as much coal 
out as possible before cold weather 


sets in.
